Goverupr Willson was notified by 
Secretary of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton that Kentucky, in the near future, 
will be quarantined to prevent the 
spread of scabies, a disease of sheep. 

Dr. F. T. Eisenman, State Veteri- 
narian, is in receipt of a letter from 
A. D. Melvin, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, stating that this 
action to be taken because of the prev- 
alence of the disease in tbe State, and 
the absence of State control over the 
movement of sheep in interstate com- 
merce. 

As Louisville is probably the largest 
sheep market in the State, and as Ken- 
tucky is a sheep breeding state the quar- 
antine will prove a serious obstacle. 
Dr. Eisenman expects an immediate 
effect of the order of quarantine will 
be action on the part of the county 
Fiscal Courts throughout the State to 
kill off the disease in the various coun 
ties.

Overindulgence 



—Lewis Rogers sold to Jonas Weil, 
for August delivery 87 head of 1,400 
pound cattle at cents. 

—Reports from Hopkins county say 
that three million pounds of their aix 
million dark tobacco crop was ruined 
by the recent rains. 

—Charles Thompson, of Lexington, 
bought of Tfaoa. McClintock, of Mil- 
lersburg, pair five-year-K)ld mare mules 
for $410. 

— W. F. Bryan, of North Middle- 
town, neighborhood, sold and delivered 
to Maurie Weil 65 head of 1,250 pound 
cattle, for 5J cents a pound, and bought 
of the same party 73 825 pound cattle, 
for 4 cents per pound. Mr. Bryan also 
sold to William Jones 200 head of stock 
ewes, for $5 per head and to Mason 
Talbott, 27 at the same price. 

— The Elks’ Fair began at ’Winches- 
ter Tuesday under very favorable aus- 
pices and evreything points to a profit- 
able meeting. Among the horsemen 
exhibiting are Collins & Redmon and 
A. G. Jones, of North Middletown, 
this county. The display of vegetables 
and farm products is splendid and the 
poultry exhibition the beat ever seen 
in the county. 

—On top of the dome of the county 
court house in Liberty, Mo., stands a 
statue of the Goddess of Justice which 
is about ten feet high. It is made of 
wood and is hollow. For nearly fifty 
years a colony of wild bees has hived 
inside the statue, going in and coming 
out through a small knothole under the 
extended arm of the figure The bees 
have never been molested. It is esti- 
mated that the entirejspace is filled 
with honey, and that there is enough 
of it to fill several barrels. 

—The solicitors recently appointed 
by tbe Nicholas County Board of Con- 
trol in each precinct of Nicholas coun- 
ty to solicit pledges of the 1909 crop 
of tobacco under the new Burley So- 
ciety contract, have reported that in 
some sections of the county much 
progress has been made and thaej^a 
greater per centage is being signed 
than heretofore, while in other parts 
of the county the fight going on be- 
tween the American Society of Equity 
and the Burley Tobacco Society is 
causing the growers to wait develop- 
ments as they are anxious to see all 
differences settled before signing. 

—It is interesting to know that 
Kansas has made some interesting 
records in growing wheat. For each 
of the last five years the State has 
been first in output, and in eight out 
of the last ten years Kansas raised 
more wheat than any other state, or 
an aggregate of 746.627,740 bushels, 
valued at $477,706,894. In the last 
twenty years the State has become a 
wheat billionaire, its crops aggregat- 
ing 1,152,444,800 bushels. 'The govern- 
ment rates Missouri, California and 
Michigan among the crack winter 
wheat producers of the world, but in 
1907 Kansas raised more than t hese 
three States together. tfKSi

TO BE SET OUT AT GREAT FAIR 



Resources of Kentucky's Inexhaustible 
Domain to Be Fittingly Exhibited at 
Coming Blue Grass Fair — Classifica- 
tion of This Exposition Unique 
Among Works of Its Kind. 

Lexington, Kentucky, Is in the cen- 
ter of the richest and most famous ag- 
ricultural and live stock raising sec- 
tion of the United States if not of the 
world. The renowned Blue Grass re- 
gion has a reputation extending to 
many lands, and of the interests with 
which It is particularly concerned the 
Blue Grass Fair is representative. Al- 
though in magnitude and importance 
fully on the basis of a state fair, the 
Blue Grass Fair, which Is responsible 
alone to the enterprise of its stock- 
holders for organization and dependent 
upon the support of the people of Cen- 
tral Kentucky for maintenance, does 
not try to reach outside the particular 
products with which its section is 
concerned and to which its further 
advancement may in some measure be 
due. Always bearing in mind the slo- 
gan “a Kentucky fair for Kentucky 
products,” it omits from its classifica- 
tion certain breeds of live stock for 
which most state fairs make "provision. 
Such omission is intended in no sense 
of criticism. It Is rather a course 
adopted after careful consideration for 
what is believed to be the best inter- 
est of Kentucky and particularly of 
this section. j 

Great Horse Show. ; 

The classification of the Blue Grass ; 
Fair, introduced in 1907 and since re- ! 
affirmed, is unique among works of its j 
kind. No other fair ever succeeded I 
In separating completely and entirely 
breeding and show classes in its horse 
departments. The former are provid- 
ed for the three great American 
breeds, the only three with which Ken- 
tucky is In any sense concerned. The 
show classes are thrown open to the 
world, specifications of individuality 
being the only consideration taken into 
account. Competent judges have pro- 
nounced the horse show at the Blue 
Grass Fair the best in America. No 
where else can such a display of breed- 
ing stock be found, no where else do 
both saddle and harness rings fill so 
well or offer contests so stirring and 
satisfactory to the lover of the horse. 
Attention is particularly directed to 
the thousand-dollar stake for five-gait- 
ed saddle horses offered as a feature 
of this year’s fair. It will be the most 
valuable stake of its kind contested in 
Kentucky, and it should produce the 
greatest battle between five-gaited 
horses ever seen on a fair grounds. 

Other Departments. 

Great as is the prominence given the 
horse, other departments of live stock 
are by no means neglected. With the 
possible exception of the Missouri and 
Tennessee State Fairs, no other show 
of mules and Jack stock approachas 
that at Lexington, while very liberal 
provision is made for Shorthorn, Here- 
ford, Angus and Jersey cattle, the four 
breeds with which Kentucky Is par- 
ticularly concerned. The national as- 
sociations for the promotion and regis- 
tration of these cattle have in three in- 
stances shown their appreciation of 
Che importance of the Blue Grass Fail 
by making liberal appropriations to it. 
The provisions for both swine and 
sheep are broad. The poultry depart- 
ment will be a feature of increased in- 
terest. There are premiums offered 
for practically every class of woman’s 
work, a_d the first floor of the Floral 
Hall will become a rendezvous for 
farmers on account of the individual 
farms exhibit there placed and the 
educational display that will be made 
by the Kentucky Experiment Station. 
The addition oiS an Automobile Day 
Qot only adds to the variety of the pro- 
gram, but also shows how heartily 
the greatest horse fair of the world 
concurs In the propagation of an inven- 
tion that has already become one of 
the mechanical factors of the age. 
Horse races, moreover, are not neg- 
lected. There will be abundant inter- 
esting contests of speed. 

Six Big Days. 

This, the fourth annual exhiibtlon of 
the Blue Grass Fair Association, will 
!>« held the week of August 9th to 14th. 
It opens the circuit of prominent fairs 
and live stock shows of the country, a 
circuit of which it is recognized as an 
Important member. It thus offers the 
first meting ground for the herds and 
locks, and the noted horses that are 
lestined to do battle down the line 
:hroughout the season. As in former 
fears. It will be held upon the beauti- 
ful grounds of the Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association. In or- 
ler, however, to afford every advan- 
tage to exhibitors and to have an abun- 
lance of room, it leases a large body 
of land directly contiguous to those 
grounds, upon which have been erect- 
ed first-class buildings for the housing 
of cattle, sheep and hogs.

I. 907 City Election in Lexington 

Null and Void. 

The election of November, 1907, at 
which Mayor John Skain, of Lexing- 
ton, and the other elective officers of 
that city including tbe general council 
was declared null and void in a judg- 
ment rendered Wednesday in the Fay- 
ette Circuit Court by Judge Watts 
Parker. 

i The election was contested by W. R. 

I Milward and his associates on the Ke- 
I publican ticket, but as testimony has 
! been take in only four cases, Milward 
vs. Skain, for the mayoralty ; Mc- 
Michael \s. Doyle for city assessor; 
Gilmore vs.. Muir for city attorney, 
and Stephanski vs. Masner for city 
jailer, all the other cases were dis- 
missed some time ago, on motion of 
the defendants. 

While Judge Parker read an opinion 
only in the case of Milward vs. Skain, 
he said this judgment aoplies to all 
four of the cases. Mr. Geo. S. Shank- 
lin for the defendants, asked for an 
appeal and announced that he was pre- 
pared to offer bond. 

The case wilJ go to the Court of Ar- 
peals as early is is practicable, but it 
is not likely to be decided before tbe 
mid- winter term, or next January or 
February. In the meantime the Deiro- 



crats retain their offices. 

Attorneys for the Democrats were 
not in the lease surprised by the decis- 
ion of the court. It has been expected 
that Judge Parker would render a de- 
cision this week and that this decision 
would befagainst the Democrats. They 
are equally confident of a reversal of i 
the decision in the Court of Appeals. 
They do not believe the higher court 
will nullify an election, where the evi- 
dence fails to show specifically and de- 
finitely frauds in excess of the majori- 
ties and pluralities for the candidates 
elected on the face of the returns. 

I If only the cases decided by Judge 
j Parker are carried to the Court of Ap- 
peals the worst that can happen to 
Mayor Skain would be a deadlock in 
the general council so that it could not 
choose a successor, thus leaving him 
in possession of the office.
